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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl^ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fuesser (6,503,303), in view of Storz et al (6,881 ,237 B2). 

Fuesser discloses a device for sucking in and compressing at least one gas in a 
fuel cell system (1 3) comprising a compressor for the gas (1 1 ), an air filter (1 5), and an 
air intake (1 7) connected with the air inlet (21 ) of the compressor (1 1 ) by a hose (25) 
having a sound permeable membrane (26) (see col. 3, lines 50-59, col. 4, lines 4-13). 
Claims 10-29 differ from the disclosure of Fuesser in that the gas-routing passage or 
hose made from textile material. Storz et al disclose an air filter for an internal 
combustion engine having an air filter (4) located in the housing (1) wherein the orifice 
(6) containing perforations (7) covered with a sound element (8) made of industrial 
fabric (see col. 2, line 51 through col. 3, line 8, col. 3, lines 53-64). It would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
provide the hose (25) of Fuesser's device of industrial fabric or textile material as taught 
by Storz et al since the sound element being fabric or textile material would 
advantageously enables the emission of sound components in the intake tract via the 
device orifice (see col. 1 , lines 58-61 ).
